Superior to Paget Sobnd has parsed 
the iSwer House. . , This . measure is 
mjiol^^inore .modeBt ia its demandB 
tfaau' the bill that granted enormous 
subsidies in money and land to tho 
Union Paoifio and Oentral companies 
now engaged in tlio oonatruotioa of a 
rivilroa'd ' aorosa the continent. The 
la^Qt-inenlioncd measure was a stnpeni- 
dons "job." Praotioally the United 
States Government has paid for tho 
building o( that road, and' in doing 
BO has converted into millionaires a 
few spoculatorB who throe years ogo 
oould not have controlled $100,000. 
J.t is not probable that, having been 
onoo suocessiuliy humbiiggod with a 
railroad echomo, the U. S. govornmont 
is disposed to submit quietly to tlio 
•acae operation in a simiiur direction. 
It is not surprising, theroforo, to find 
tho Northern Pacific Euilroiid_ Bilf 
quite reasonable and respectable iu its 
requirements. It does not ask for any 
subsidy either in money or in govern- 
ment bonds, or in any way to add to the 
public debt. Instead of requiring tho 
issue of United States bonds, as here- 
tofore, for which tbo Govoniraont has 
no security except a second mortgage 
and , bnerbalf the compensation for 
Government troops, it ;:rovide8 that 
the' Government bhall guarantee the 
interest only on a limited amount ot 
the bonds of tho Company, which does 
not exceed one~haif tho ostimnted cost 
of tbo road, which bonrs cro to bo se- 
cured by a firs$ mortgage on all its 
prdperty, to bo made to tho Secre- 
tary of tho Treasury of the United 
States, the Company being required to 
pay the principal and interest as they 
become due, to indemnify the United 
Staites fcr said guarantee of interest. 
All the compensation for transporting 
troops, supplies, munitions of w^r, 
mails, &c., is to bo retained by tbo 
Government, for which along tho lino 
of this road the Government is now 
reqiiired to pay, as iiiiown by the ro>« 
ports of the Qaartermaster-Geubral, 
over 86,000,000 per arnum,boinga 
Bnm very much larger thun tho annu- 
al amount of said gnarantoo, and is a 
further security to the GoTornmont. 
In case of any deficiency, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is empowered at 
any "time to order one>-third of the 
gross earnings of tho road to bo paid 
into tho Treasury of tho United 
States until all bucIi dcGcioncios shall 
bo made good. To secure tho pay- 
ment of the principal of said bonds, 
in addttioD to the first mortgage 
abovStUentioned, the Company is re - 
quired to pay into tbo Treasury of the 
United Slates two per cent, of tho gro-j 
earnings of the road, wbi.h is to be in- 
vested as a sinking fond for tho redemp- 
tion of said bonds at maturity. This is

of, let iilone uttered. I may tiero incideotully 
remark that in other countries where the 
press jan ullord to keep ph-jnographic report- 
ers, the Bpeeobes of public men ^o to ttie 
publio in a belter shape tb&o when delivered ; 
but in Ibia colony, where there are no pho- 
DOgrapbio reporters attaohid to the prets, 
public speakers have complaiued of ha\i>t; 
continnally miirepcrlad by tbe press, and at 
the same time it would beu3ole^.s to attempt 
correction, for it wuuld hiive to bu done on 
nearly every oooafiun when a d:s'3u?flion of 
any moment ocourred. As a yuneral rule, 
with rare exceptions, the press of the eolooy 
has, however, atteini tad with i'B imperfect 
reportera and linii ed space to ro()ort cor- 
leclly, and may ttietefore bo justly exoner- 
ated from intenlional niisreporling. In order, 
therefore, nllei' lliis explanation, that I may 
place inysielf ii,'lit beliue tbe publio, and t'J 
disabuse your mind of tbe error into which 
I sincerely hope ttiut you liava been unwit- 
tingly led by hearsay — for you were not ia 
the oolooy duriog tbe aeleetion — I will pro- 
dooe an ezlraot from my address to tbe eleo' 
tors at the recent soleotion. It expressed 
my opini.m then on Confederation. It ex- 
prissiis my opinion now; for tho cireum- 
stanocs are still uc I'cred. II any one ihinliB 
it means abandonmont ol CoDfedeaadon, I 
cheerfully oouccds their right to do so, whiitt 
I shall contoDt myself with tbe asaarance 
that tbe popular judgment will acquit me 
on reading it of any such charge. Tho ex- 
tract alluded to is as follows; 

" With respect lo Confederation I enter- 
tain uo Uutopiaii ideas whatever ; neither do 
I advocate it ut any and all hazar^'a t) the 
Colouy. Bat I entertain the fixed belief 
that if the Oolony could be admitted into 
the Dominion on euob equitable aod bencG- 
cial terms as would cbbnge tbe prevailing 
despondaDoy into tho prospect of a brighter 
luturP: — cause our people to take a greater 
pride in the grr tn ia and consolidation of 
Brifcieb power on ibis oootinent, — warm them 
With a glow of patriotio sati^faotioD al bsing 
a Belf-joverning member of the Btiliab na- 
tion, — and, at the same time, lo be admitted 
on such terras as would increase its prosper- 
ity by stimulalinj; our industry and augs 
moDtiDg our population, — aod, over and 
above all, aaoh aa would ensure tbe progre.'-B 
and contentment of tbo people, I consider 

THAT IT would B8 YOOR DOTY ANOllT DOTY, 
TOOK INTBBESr AND UT INTBBBST TO VOTE 

FOR OoNVBDERATiotr. It, OD tho cootrnry, 
terms Ciooot be made wilh Oanada that 
would after due examination produce a well- 
grounded belief in the minds of the people thai 
it would bo to ihoir iniero.-(t to b come a mem- 
ber of the Domiiiioti, I would promptly re.sidl 
and etrmuously oppo a Oonlederation. But be- 
fo.'e tbe question can be fikallt determined 
either for or against Confrdaration, our Qov- 
ernment will have to open ond ooncludo ue- 
gQiiationa si to tho terms. Owio':;, however, 
to tbo Imperial Government withdrawing, 
at tbe inalancc of tho Hudson Bay Company, 
trora the orii^inal compact for the transfer ol 
the Northwest territory and Kupiiri's Land 
to Canada, and by subatiiutint; under the 
sanction of an Imperial Act pasied uoar tho 
close of Ihe latt session of tbb Imperial I'ar<> 
liaineut new and objectionable tirtna lo tbe 
pecuniary advintoga of the llulson Bay 
Company, calculated to cause a revulsion of 
public feeling in Canada, it is undttjrmined 
whether the Canadian Parliament will sanc- 
tion the transfer of the Northwest teriiiory. 
Consequently noi;r,tiaiions as to the terms 
on which this Colony may be admitted into 
tbe Dominion wdl have to remain in abey- 
ance till it is decided wbciber Ihe North- 
west territory will or will nol be transferred 
to Canada. Umlj- such cirtur .ilnnccs Uic 
delay in the soialiua of llu: question depends 
on Canada; and in tliu meanlitiio Wiii.-it 
lhoqiie9ii)n reniaim in abeyance I consider 
it the duty of every one who baa tha inler- 
est of the Colony to undertake such reforms 
ae are aitiinable and within our reach." 

Now, sir, if 1 underainnd tho meaning of 
words and sentences, I said, in the above 
extract to the eloctor.-i ; firstly, that I wu.h in 
favor of Confederutiori on equilablo and 
bt'oeficial termj, ami on none other ; sec- 
ondly, that until our (jovernmont opened and 
concluded negotiations ns to the terms, tbe 
people would not be in a position to finaili/ 
dotermiDe whether Confederation would be 
fjr tbo benefit of tbe Colony or not; thirdly, 
that Canada refused ti nei^o'iile torrns ul 
admission or not ; th irdl )•, that Canada rt- 
luseil to nuKOliato lorina of ndmisKiori till it 
hud been <lt t -rrnined whollier tbe Northwest 
Territory would he transferred or nut; fourthly, 
that till Canada was ready lo negotiate ternis, 
the solution of the ques'.ion ot Conlcilemii in 
most remain in abeyance. I challengn any 
one to find even tbe color of abandon tneiit in 
either of thoe propoi-itiona. Ou tho con- 
trary thoy contiiii a irulbful stateuieut ex- 
plaining the real state of iho issue in a man- 
ner suitable to the churaotor ol a publio man 
eolicitio); the suOragoa of a free people. Be- 
sides, my position as expressed abovo and 
lakou up by me, waa in sirict accordaiieo 
with tha policy and action of tho Conleds 
crate party horn irs inception. Tho first 
re.qolution of ihu f fi-^lu've Council, ami tho 
ro3( luliona ol the public ineelin^'s of Vicloriu, 
Cariboo, New Wnaiminstor, Yale, [jytton, 
and ihe Yule ConvRoiioo, and tbe utteraticca 
of tbe press were distinctly and anequivo- 
cslly in favor of Oonfederation on fair and 
equitable terms. . AH that baa hitherto been 
done by tho Confeilerato party has booo done 
with the object of inducing our Govornmont 
and Canada lo cegoiiato t'le terms, bo that 
tho people may have a full and fair oppor- 
tunity to decide whether tile terms of ad- 
mission wcjld contribute to ibu prosperity 
of the Colony or not. The Coofjdcrat i p riy, 
as I intarpret iti prlicy, want to know wiie- 
thor Br' ish Coluinlii can bo udmiUed into 
tho Dominion ou e(|uiiabie and bunulioial 
icrms. Ml) Coulederuio desires to join Can- 
ada exuept on guoh terms. Tbe real ques- 
tion, therefore, liefi, a the Oonfederaie party 
at the last selncii'iu wot; " Ara you iu favor 
of negoti itioua with Canada to dotormino on 
what teroia tbe Oolony may bo admUtod?" 



I told Iho party and the publio that I was in 
lavor of iiogotiutiong whenever Canada waa 
ready; hut thai Canada was unwilling to 
euicriain tho (;uo3tian till tho Northwest 
Territory quesiiiin was "oitl'id. Where, sir, 
I nsk, i< the abandonment of the is'ue in 
this pu>ition7 It l« only'a niisooDception or 
misrcprcBsatation of laneuage to call it 
abDDdoomoDl. When n general retires with 
bis army to wiotor-quariora no one charges 
him with abAiuloniiig tho war. When 
{Messrs, McDoueall and Cartier returned 
recently from England without finally ad- 
juktiog the Noribwfsl Territory question, be- 
c ause tbe dq.w Miniitry wore unprepared lo 
DogotialF, tbe Canadiao goveroment did not 
abandon ibe issue ; but the solution of the 
queaiioa wns merely delayed. In like man- 
ner, the Bbluiion of the question ot Coofeder- 
uiion here la merely delayed till Canada is 
wining to negotiate terms. 

When tho Confederate party in Now 
BroDsnick appealed to the oeanlry in two 
geoeral eleotiooB, it bad Ibe terms of Con- 
todoration Agreed upon at tbe Quebec Con- 
lerjiice by tho dt-l'gates of tl;o reapeotive 
guverDmei)t4. Here iho case ii quite 
ditferent. There were no terms to lay bo- 
furo tbe people at lha laat election. Canada 
was unwilliu^ to negotiate terms till the 
North West Territory qutstion under tbe 
new pbato thst it had assumed bad been de- 
termiaed. 1 told tha eleatori so, and advised 
ihaiu uut to delay other oeoesBary Reforms 
beoauae Canada was uopreparod to negotiate 
term', but to pronoed wilh suoh reforms as 
were allairiablj and witliiu our reach, and 
when Canada becaino ready to tii'gf'tiale, tho 
(]ueeliun of Confederation couli be DoiJly 
determined, and not lilllhon, If there were 
an olectloa tc-Jay, I would bold tha same 
position, for t ie clrooiDBtaDoes ere noalteied, 
and if any one wished to deiiomlaate ii 
obuiidoa merit of Confederation, I would 
uhcerrully concede to bim tbe piivilege of 
doing ao. 

My somewhat lengthy explanation, sir, 
will I hope rebut tbo assertions of the Colum- 
bian, correct the UDintrntiooally erroneous 
remarks of tbe Senlinet, and saiiafy you, 1 
trust, that there waa no '-abaodonmeni ot 
Cou'^ederation by one of tbe Confederate 
candidates for Ibis city at the last election."
